ORDINANCE-^-l 
ON 

ADMISSION TO THE UNIVERSITY 

UNDER SECTION 31(1) CLAUSE (A) OF MANIPUR UNIVERSITY ACT, 2005 
L General Qualifications for Admission 

No. MU/1-10/2006,—Subject as hereinafter provided no person shall be eligible for admission to the university 
unless he has passed the 10+2 examination of the Central Board of Secondary Education, New Delhi, or an examination 
recognised as equivalent to it by the Academic Council, from time to time, and possesses such further qualifications as may 
be prescribed by the Ordinances : 

Provided that the minimum qualifications prescribed above may not apply in case of candidates seeking admission 
to the Diploma courses in Civil, Electrical, Mechanical Engineering and Pharmacy. 

2. No person shall qualify for admission to the university unless before the first day of October in the year in which 
he seeks admission, he is seventeen years of age or if he seeks admission to the first year of Postgraduate Degree/ 
Diploma Courses, LL. B. B. Ed. courses he is twenty years of age, or if he seeks admission to M Phil Course he is twenty- 
two years of age: 

Provided that the Vice-Chancellor imay, on the basis of individual merits, relax the age limit up to a maximum period 
of one year. 

3. No person not already being a member of the university shall be admitted to any postgraduate course unless he 
has passed an examination recognised as e quivalent to a degree examination of the university. 

4. The candidates seeking admission to a course of study in the university must satisfy the rules and conditions 
made in this behalf 

5. T'Jotwithstanding anything contained in any other Ordinance, no person who has been convicted of an offence 
involving moral turpitude shall be admitted to a course of study or permitted to take any examination of the university until 
a period of two years has elapsed from the date of expiry of the sentence imposed on him. However, the Academic Council 
may, in a special case exempt any person fiom the operation of this Rule. 

U. Admission 

1. Master of Arts/Science/Commerce/Computer Applications/Library and Information Science: 

There shall be a University Admission Committee consisting of the Deans of Schools of Studies, Dean of Students, 
and tlie respective Heads of Departments. The Committee shall decide the eligibility criteria and modalities for selection. 

2. Bachelor of Arts/Science/Gomiinerce/Fine Art/Education/Law, Master of Education/Law and Postgraduate 
Diploma in Business Management/Compu ter Applications 

For admission into the above courses in an affiliated college/institute, there shall be an Admission Committee to 
be constituted by the college/iqstitute with the Principal/Oirector as the Chairperson. 

3. Master of Business Administr ation 

Admission into the above course shall be through all India admission test. 

4. Bachelor of Engineering 

For admission into the above cou rse, at least 50% of the seats shall be through All India admission test. 

5. Medical Sciences 

For admission into various courses in medical sciences. Medical Council of India’s norms shall be applied. 

6. Master of Philosophy and Doctor of Philosophy 

Admission into the M Phil and Ph D progrmnmes of the university shall be made through admission tests. 
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THE DEGREES, DIPLOMAS AND CERTIFICATES 
UNDER SECTION 6(1) AND (11) OF THE MANIPUR UNIVERSITY ACT, 2005 

The following Degrees, Diplomas and Certificates in accordance with the conditions, which may be laid down from 
time to time in each case by an Ordinance or otherwise, will be awarded by the university in accordance with the provisions 
of the Ordinances and Regulations, if any, in each case : 

(i) Research degree of Master of Philosophy, Doctor of Philosophy, Doctor of Science, Doctor of Literature and 
Doctor of Law. 


(ii) Master’s degree in Arts, Science, Commerce, Law, Management Studies, Pharmacology, Medicine', 
Engineering and such other fields as may be approved by the Academic Council from time to time. 

(iii) Bachelor’s degree (General and Honours) in Arts, Science, Commerce, Law, Management Studies, Medicine 
and Engineering and such other fields as approved by the Academic Coimcil from time to time. 

(iv) Postgraduate Diploma in special branches of learning or practical skills like Computer Application, Mana¬ 
gement Studies, Pharmacology, Medicine', and Engineering. 

(v) Diplomas in Civil, Mechanical and Electrical Engineering, Electronics, Pharmacology and such other fields as 
may be approved by the Academic Council from time to time. 

(vi) Diplomas and Certificates in various languages and dialects. 

(vii) Certificates in Arts, Science, Commerce, Computer Science and other courses which may be approved by the 
Academic Council from time to time. 

(viii) Certificates in special branches of learning or practical skills, technical subjects, foreign languages, etc., as 
approved by the Academic Council. 

(ix) Honorary' Degrees. 


‘ “Medicine” includes all branches of Medical Science, Master’s degree in Medicine includes the conventional MD 
Degree.
